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The Story 
Behind The Drug 

In 1942, world production of peni¬ 
cillin was just enough to treat about 
400 patients and the cost, needless 
to say, was almost prohibitive. 

But within 10 yfears North Amer¬ 
ican drug manufacturers alone were 
turning out enough penicillin each 
year to treat more than 550,000,000 
persons and the cost of an average 
dose had dropped some 99 per cent. 
But to bring the cost down the 
pharmaceutical industry had to 


spend an estimated $20,000,000 - a 
like amount was spent to make Salk 
vaccine available — to find ways 
to mass produce penicillin so that 
it would be within the reach of 
millions of people at a reasonable 
, price. 

Fantastic? Not to the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry which takes in i'A 
stride the fact that millions of dol¬ 
lars and many years of research 
must be spent before a new drug 
is ready. And, contrary to a popu¬ 
larly held belief, today’s '‘wonder 
drugs” have actually drastically re¬ 


duced the cost of being sick. 

Pneumonia is a classic example. 

A few years ago a perious case 
of pneumonia meant weeks in the 
hospital with, at the outset, con¬ 
stant nursing attendance, and fur¬ 
ther weeks of convalescence at home 
The mortality rate was also exr 
tremely high. Before the victim, £ 
he survived, was back on his feet, 
the total cost, including medical and 
hospital bills and loss of income, 
could easily have been at least 
$1,000. 

Today, through the use of one of 
the many new wonder drugs, the 
pneumonia victim is back on his 
ieet within days and has returned 
to work within a couple of weeks. 
The cost; r.o more, on the average, 
than $50 for the drugs and perhaps 
another couple of hundred for less 
of wages, medical charges and other 
out-of-pocket expenses. 

More important, the victim's 
chances of surviving are far great¬ 
er today ; largely due to the wonder 
drugs, the mortality rate for pneu¬ 
monia has dropped 61 per cent. 

In a way, the name “wonder 
drug” is a misnomer. It connotes 
something springing suddenly from 
nothing out of nowhere. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

Every so-called “wonder” or '‘mir¬ 
acle” drug in existence today is the 
result of many years of patient re¬ 
search and experimentation and the 
expenditure of many millions of 
dollars. In one instance 55 scientists 
spent nearly three years and $4,- 
000,000 screening 100,000 soil sam¬ 
ples in order to find just one broad- 
spectrum anti-biotic. One company 
alone spent $500,000 studying folic 
acid vitamins, which at that time 
had no commercial value. Another 
manufacturer screened 5.000 com¬ 
pounds bel ie finally discovering 
isoniazid, used to fight tuberculosis. 

The very foundation of pharma¬ 
ceutical manufacturing is this con¬ 
stant development and research. It 
is not unusual for a company to 
spend years and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars only to find that 
the drug is obsolete by the time it 
is ready for the medical market.

And even when a new drug is pro¬ 
duced on a commercial basis, fur¬ 
ther research is embarked upon to 
see what other improvements can 
be made. 

It is estimated that North Amer¬ 
ican pharmaceutical companies last 
year spent more than $140,000,000 
on research and development. Nor 
is this out of line when it is re¬ 
membered that it costs around $75,- 
000 a year to pay and equip just one 
pharmaceutical scientist. 

In addition to research and de¬ 
velopment, one of the major prob¬ 
lems is that of finding a means of 
producing a drug in order to make 
it available in quantity. The dis¬ 
covery of the pharmaceutical in 
the laboratory is only half the bat¬ 
tle. Equally important is the dis¬ 
covery of ways and means of pro¬ 
ducing rapidly and in quantity so 
that it will be available to every 
doctor in Canada just as fast as 
possible. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
in the past two decades, more drugs 
and other pharmaceutical prepara¬ 
tions have been made available to 
the medical profession than were 
known since the dawn of history. 

If this seems almost unbelievable, 
it is a matter of record that ap¬ 
proximately 400 new pharmaceuti¬ 
cal preparations are offered com¬ 
mercially in Canada each year. 

And this represents only those 
preparations which have passed the 
most exacting tests and have been 
approved by both the medical pro¬ 
fessions and government health 
agencies. Hundreds of others re¬ 
quire further study and investiga¬ 
tion or are set aside to await the 
time when new scientific discover¬ 
ies and advances will enable re¬ 
searchers to complete their investi¬ 
gatory studies and add still another 
raw pharmaceutical to the growing 
number that are helping to prolong 
life, fight disease and illness and 
alleviate suffering. 


Of Many Things

Keeping ’Em Breathing! 

This is a serious tribute to the 
medical profession, but I can’t 
resist beginning it with the gag 
about a newspaper reporter who 
asked an old gent for tihe secret 
of longevity, and was given the 
priceless answer, “Jest keep brea¬ 
thing. son—.keen breathing." 

Inability to breathe freely is no 
joke, as thousands of asthmatics 
will tell you, and that’s why I 
want ot pay tribute right now to 
the medical doctors who have been 
encouraging an experiment full of 
promise for those who suffer from 
bronchial asthma. 

The experiment began in — of 
all places — the Montreal Forum, 
scene of a Saturday night hockey 
broadcast. \ 

Hockey players me desperate if 
anything goes amiss with the func¬ 
tioning of their breathing appa¬ 
ratus. Plante, for example, had a 
long struggle with his breathing. 
Goyette, and even boom-boom G-e- 
offrion had breathing problems. 

Fortunately, the famous Canadi- 
ens had a physiotherapist superb- 
1\ skilful in the art of keeping ’em 
breathing. 

Fortunately, too, Montreal had a 
nteldicali dadtor who sometimes 
watched hoc key.''This doctor had an 
asthmatic patient] a problem pa¬ 
tient over whmjkme had been wor¬ 
rying. Perhaps the physiotherapist 
who kept those players going could 
help a man with asthma! The doc¬ 
tor decided to try It. 

That was five years ago. 

That was the beginning of an 
experiment. Bill Head, the physio¬ 
therapist, with the supervision and 
encouragement of the medical doc¬ 
tor (and soon other doctors, too, 
were sending patients and help¬ 
ing in the development of the me¬ 
thod), found that hie skill in man¬ 
ipulating the rib cage of an ath¬ 
lete could be used to help asthma¬ 
tics, sometimes dramatically, near¬ 
ly always considerably. Soon the 
patient is able to take over and 
do liis or her own exercises to 
maintain the blessed relief. 

So far, only sports writers, In¬ 
terested doctors and some one hun¬ 
dred relieved patients have known 
about this exciting work. Doctors 
are traditionally shy of publicity, 
and Bill Head, a trained physio¬ 
therapist, but not a medical doctor, 
will need medical sponsorship and 
the facilities of a medical school 
or university if his mechanical 
treatment for bronchial asthma is 
to come into widespread use. 

I have a notion that the spon¬ 
sorship and the facilities will soon 
become available. Canadian doctors 
and the Canadian people have a 
reputation for sponsoring progress 
ir. any area where health is con¬ 
cerned. o

SOCIALIST EGGS 

About five years ago, Socialist M.P. and 
one-time parliamentary secretary to the Min¬ 
istry of Food in England, lambasted the Tory 
government for decontrolling eggs. The Tor¬ 
ies hd'a swept away the ration and the priority 
rights. 

This, said the Socialists, would mean that 
eggs would become a luxury only the rich could 
enjoy. "We are likely to have fewer eggs at 
higher prices," prophesied Mr. Willey. It was 
a "Tory sell-out of the housewife," he said. 

Now, five years later, everybody in England 
can have ham and eggs for breakfast, without 
giving it a second thought. Instead of an egg 
a week, enjoyed under the oid government - 
planned regime, even a poorer family can af¬ 
ford eggs every day. The price is cheaper, the 
product more plentiful. In other words, things 
turned out exactly the opposite to what the So¬ 
cialists proclaimed so bitterly. 

Indeed, if there is a problem now, it is a 
problem of abundance rather than scarcity. 
This the Socialists cannot just understand. 

They had declared, when controls were 
stopped, that it would put eggs "out of the 
reach of many young children, invalids and ex¬ 
pectant mothers, who had guaranteed priori¬ 
ties under rationing and are now abandoned 
under the decontrol. Decontrol will not create 
any more eggs." 

They are proven wrong. 

What they should have recognized was 
that control, which they practised, did not 
control any eggs. Controls limit, restrict and 
inhibit producers. Decontrol - the setting free 
of the product - did for invalids, expectant 
mothers, and everybody, what rationing could 
not do. It lowered the price, it brought abund¬ 
ance rather than scarcity. 

This same dynamic impetus of freedom has 
been demonstrated so often you would think 
everybody would be convinced. Yet the Social¬ 
ists, time and again, sell themselves the notion 
that a group in London, or Washington, or Ot¬ 
tawa, can plan production so wel I that they can 
legislate us into prosperity. The fact is, we 
plan best when each interested individual does 
the planning - and suffers for his mistakes or 
gains by his wisdom. 

Wisdom is something governments seem 
to toss out the window when tney get involved 
in matters concerning food. In Manitoba, for 
example, housewives are allowed to buy mar¬ 
garine but they must color it themselves; it is 
against the law for the manufacturer to color 
it for them. Yet it is a food product listed for 
use in Canada's official Good Health Rules! 

How ridiculous can you get? 

In Canada there are strict laws to keep 
manufacturers from getting together on mark¬ 
eting plans; but at the same time, there is spe¬ 
cial marketing legislation which compels 
many farmers against their will to engage in 
such plans in the marketing of food products. 

What a weird and wonderfu world!

"Completely unprecedented” ex¬

Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, P.C., the 
chairman of The Salvation Army’s 
National Advisory Board when an¬ 
nouncing the $2,484,834 national ob¬ 
jective of the 1959 Annual Red 
Shield Appeal scheduled for the 
month of May.
